Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative described the invention and discussed 
rejected claims and cited prior art. Applicant's representative argued that Kubota reference does not teach "contact 
information." Examiner agreed and showed the applicant that Polnerow teaches "contact information" and examiner's 
rejection is a 103 rejection instead of 102, and both references combined teach the invention as a whole. Applicant 
disagreed that both the references do not teach the invention as a whole. The interview was not helpful to further 
advance the prosecution, therefore the examiner suggested the applicant to file a pre-appeal or appeal brief. 
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
